Motion and vote on ADR Medical Panel for Mark McKeown 

After a review of the independent medical panel’s unanimous findings Mr. Steele made a motion to approve the 
Accidental Disability Retirement of Mark McKeown, seconded by Mr. Hughes.

New Business 


Mr. Greco updated the Board on Mr. Morrison and Mr. Hourihan who had not complied with Section 91A of M.G.L. 
Chapter 32 which require all disability retirees to submit a copy of their tax return to PERAC annually or have their 
benefit terminated. Mr. Greco informed the Board that he received notification from PERAC that both retirees had 
complied and their pension payments will not be disrupted. 

Mr. Hughes distributed a newspaper article he had read regarding a retired police officer that had come back to work 
for the Town of Ashland and exceeded his allowable earning. Mr. Hughes asked Mr. Greco if there were anything in 
place to make sure this does not happen in Arlington. Mr. Greco told the Board that approximately ten years ago when 
Ms. Lewis came on the Board he and she had discussed this issue and Mrs. Lewis instructed the Payroll Manager to 
put all retirees returning to work on the payroll system. 

Mr. Greco told the Board there was no way of tracking Arlington retirees who work for other towns. The Board 
discussed ways to try to track the retirees and it was determined that a line will be added to the Annual Affidavit Form 
and ask the retirees if they are working for Arlington or another town.
